I have  the  honour  to  present  my  report 

for  1955. 

The  state  y£  public  health  in  the  district 
has  been  very  good.  You  will  observe  that  the  number 
of  live  births  exceeds  the  number  of  deaths  and  that  the 
number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  has  been  very 

low. 

The  demand  for  water  in  the  village  of  hew  1 adnor 
is  now  considerably  greater  than  in  previous  j ears, 
were  it  not  possible  to  augment  the  present  supply  from 
small  springs  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  reservoir, 
the  position  would  be  serious.  The  need  for  the  early 
implementation  of  the  lev/  Radnor  "later  Supply  Scheme 
is  most  important.  I do  urge  that  immediate  consideration 
be  giver,  to  it  by  all  concerned. 

I am  obliged  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the 
inclusion  of  the  Sanitary  Statistics  in  this  report.

The  County  Council  is  the  responsible  authority  for  the 
execution  of  this  Act. 

( a ) Laboratory  Pacilitiss. 

These  are  provided  by  the  Public  health  Laboratories 
at  Hereford,  and  Aberystwyth.  Due  however,  to  the  six 
hour  time  factor  the  laboratory  at  Hereford  is  used 
almost  exclusively,  owing  to  better  communications. 

( b ) Ambulance  Services. 

The  County  Ambulance  is  stationed  at  the  County  Hospital 
Llandrindod  Wells.  This  ambulance  has  to  be  used  even 
when  cases  are  being  sent  out  of  the  County,  principally 
to  the  County  Hospital,  Hereford.

( d ) hater  Samples 

Several  samples,  both  chemical  and  bacteriological 
have  been  obtained  both  from  public  and  private  sources. 

The  results  have  been  varied  depending  upon  siting  and 
weather  conditions  - this  principally  applies  to  private 
sources  but  where  a poor  result  has  c:.en  obtained  appropriate 
r em  e di  a 1 action  ha  s bee n tak  en  . 

7 . Sewerage  and  Drainage 

Apart  from  the  small  sewage  worms  installed  to 
deal  with  sewage  from  the  Council  21a tat e in  Sew  hadnor, 
there  are  no  other  sewage  works  in  the  district.  The  need 
for  same  is  however,  becoming  apparant  especially  in 
hew  hadnor  where  the  disposal  of  night  soil  is  .ecoming  a 
problem.  Unfortunately  the  Council  has  been  informed 
that  no  grant-aid  will  be  forth-coming  fur  sewerage  or 
sewage  works  until  the  village  has  an  adequate  and  piped 
supply  of  water. 

3,  Refuse  Disposal 

The  collection  of  refuse  has  continued  on.  a 
basis  similar  to  that  obtaining  over  the  past  few  years, 
namely  a monthly  collection  by  a Contractor  from  the  roadside 
and.  disposal  by  controlled  tipping  at  three  tips. 

S . Rodent  Control 

The  arrangement  with  Kington  UDC  concerning  the 
employment  of  a Rodent  Operator  on  a shared  basis  has 
continued  satisfactorily.  All  the  controlled  tips  have 
been  regularly  treated. 

All  dwelling  houses,  business  premises  and  farms 
have  been  visited  and  all  infestations  discovered  have  been 
dealt  with.  There  have  been  no  major  infestations  and 
generally  it  has  been  found  that  the  number  of  treatments 
is  less  than  previous.
